Detro lawsuit hovers over city 


Council seeks sludge standards for plant

The second lawsuit filed by DetRo 
Recovery against the city of 
Romulus has resulted in an ad- 
journment until Jan. 9 1981. At that 
time the city will present standards 
wjrich apply to sludge composting 
plants under M-2 heavy industrial 
zoning. 

DetRo, according to Charles 
Lowther, city attorney, sought a writ 
of mandamus from Wayne County 
Circuit Court that would have a 
judge rule that its plant could be 
built on some 38 acres east of city 
hall on M-2 zoned land. 

Instead, Judge George Roumell 
adjourned the recent hearing after 


the city of Romulus indicated it 
would prepare new standards for 
sludge composting plants under its 
M-2 zoning, Lowther said. 

Under its current site plan 
requirements for M-2 zoned land, the 
city has no standards that apply to 
the relatively new sludge composing 
plants. 

DetRo wants to build a plant in 
Romulus that will convert industrial 
and sewage sludge from Detroit and 
76 communities into semi-solid 
commercial fertilizer. 

The firm’s first lawsuit, which has 
not yet come to trial, is an appeal of 
the city Planning Commission’s 
ruling that DetRo cannot build such 
a plant on a second larger site, a 133- 
acre parcel on Ecorse Road across 


from the Detroit Diesel Allison 
Plant. 

The larger site is zoned M-l light 
industrial and the Planning Com- 
mission said a sludge composting 
plant would not conform to uses 
specified under that category of 
zoning. It indicated M-2 zoning 
would be more appropriate 

After DetRo was turned down by 
the Planning Commission on the 133- 
acre site, it turned its attention to 
the smaller parcel that is already 
zoned M-2. 

However, the company was 
rebuffed by the Planning Com- 
mission on its preliminary site plan 
presentation for the smaller land 
parcel. The planning body tabled 
action on DetRo’s site plan approval 
request. 


DetRo then filed the writ of 
mandamus action in Circuit Court 
Lowther said the controversy on 
the second smaller site is over 
whether sludge composting plants 
are a proper use on M-2 zoned land 
He said DetRo maintains such 
plants belong under M-2 zoning, 
while the city contends zoning 
language does not mention the 
relatively new type of plants. 

However, the city attorney said, 
the city indicated such plants might 
be considered under M-2 zoning if 
standards were added which applied 
to them. 

Last week, Lowther said, 
depositions were taken from both 
sides in the offices of DetRo's at- 
torneys in Detroit. Depositions were 


taken by DetRo’s lawyers from 
George Bingham, city engineer; 
David Paul, DPW director; and 
Dave Sanders, city planner. 

Lowther and Michael Feiler, 
special counsel hired by the city of 
Romulus, took a deposition from 
Kenneth Piersall, president of 
DetRo. 

Persons close to the DetRo matter 
believe that the company is not 
actually interested in the second 
smaller land parcel, but is using it as 
a lever to obtain city permission to 
build on the first larger site. 

By threatening to build on a site 
immediately adjacent to city hall, 
the company is hoping the city will 
permit building of the sludge 
composting plant on the larger site, 
observers speculate. 


Strong opposition is being voiced 
by many residents against the 
proposed DetRo plant for a variety 
of reasons, including unpleasant 
odors and possible health hazards. 

On the other hand, DetRo at one 
time or another, has dangled the bait 
of paving yearly revenues to the 
city, funds which financially- 
pressed Romulus can well use. 

Whether payment of such 
revenues is legal and whether DetRo 
will actually offer to pay them 
remain to be answered. 

On Nov. 12, Feiler, who is a 
member of the legal firm of Feiler 
and Glass, Farmington Hills, sub- 
mitted a bill for the city $4,121.50 for 
legal work performed on the DetRo 
case with Lowther

Senior housing department 


complex is filling up fast 


Less than 20 units remain to be 
occupied in the Romulus Towers 
senior citizen housing development, 
according to Jean Smith, resident 
manager. 

Tenants who will live in the new 
structure must be 62 years of age 
or older and a yearly income of 
less than $13,500 individually or 
$15,000 for two. 

Located a 36500 Bibbins St., 
Romulus Towers is similar in 
construction to senior citizen 
housing buildings in Wayne and 
Garden City. 

It too features large public rooms 
on the first floor, including an all- 
purpose room, card room, library 
and reading room, and abundant 
space for arts and crafts, sewing 
and other leisure-time activities. 

The grounds of .the building have 
been attractively landscaped, 
walkways have been paved, seating 
alcoves built, and shuffleboard 
courts constructed for the con- 
venience and pleasure of tenants. 

Currently, the city is finishing 
work on a parking lot that will cost 
some $80,000 and permit parking 
for 31 cars. The Romulus Towers 
and parking lot are incorporated 
into the overall revitalization 
program scheduled for the 
downtown area. 

Recently, the Romulus City 
Council adopted such a 
revitalization plan prepared by the 
Romulus Central Business District 
Association, which is comprised of 
local businesses. 

Pat Hogan, community 
development director, explained 
that the establishment of a 
downtown development authority 
and fund raising will be the next 


steps toward realizing Phase I of 
the revitalization plan. 

Phase I will be devoted to 
redesigning streetscapes, including 
additional sidewalks, landscaping, 
and an altered flow of traffic. 

Later phases of the overall plan 
will see a uniform “turn of the 
century” decor that will feature 
old-style awnings, street lamps, 
color schemes and store fronts.

Elected officials in Romulus may 
yet get four-year terms in office 
foilowi/i?, action ’dsi week by city 
council 

Council voted to direct the city 
attorney to draft language for a 
ballot proposal that would amend 
the city charter to increase terms of 
office from two to four years. 

A similar proposal was turned 
down by voters at the last general 
election in November. 

Although council would have liked 
to see the matter voted upon at the 
June school election next year, 
Deputy Clerk Linda Choate said 
state law stipulates a two-year wait 
from the last time it appeared on the 
ballot. 

In other action, council rescinded 
a resolution it passed Nov. 25 which 
permitted city employes to with- 
draw from the city pension program 
and to freeze benefits. 

Instead, council voted to approve 
a resolution which permits essen- 
tially the same prerogative by city 
employes, but is stated in slightly 
different language. 

The new resolution states that city 
employes no longer are mandated to 
participate in the city’s pension 
program. 

Council also approved placing a 
moratorium on the issuance of flea 
market licenses until new language 
can be put into the city ordinance 
regulating such activities. 

Currently, about the only 
requirement which has to be met to 
obtain a flea market license is 
payment of a $250 fee, said Choate 
The deputy clerk said council feels 
that more strict regulation of local 
flea markets is necessary 
The deadline for payment of 
winter taxes without penalties ex- 
tended by council from Feb. 15 to 
Feb. 28. 

Council scheduled two public 
hearings on its community 
development block grant program 
from 6 p.m. on Jan. 6 and for 7:30 
p.m. on Jan. 27 of next year 
The first public hearing will 
gather citizen input on how funds 
received under the program should 
be spent, while the second public 
hearing will inform residents on how 
funds will be spent.

City seeks 

finance 

director

Refusal last week of the Romulus 
City Council to approve a routine 
warrant that included payment of 
the city payroll and bills owed was 
called “a slap on the wrist” for 
Mayor William M. Oakley, said 
Treasurer Beverly McAnally. 

Councilman Ed Rush, who voted 
against the warrant, explained that 
he did so “to motivate the mayor to 
take action to correct a deplorable 
situation in the finance depart- 
ment”. 

McAnally said, although the city 
payroll was contained in the 
warrant, employes would still be 
paid regardless under state law. 
•Only if the city ran out of money 
would employes not be paid,” she 
said. 

McAnally said she supports the 
hiring of a finance director and an 
assistant to perform work that had 
been done by Richard Sullivan, 
finance director, who resigned 
recently to assume political office in 
Huron Township. 

She stressed that Hugh Kolman, 
management consultant for Doyle 
Lilt. an auditing firm in Troy, and 
who works for Romulus under a 
contract, has recommended the 
hiring of two persons in the finance 
department. 

At the least, she said, Kolman 
hopes an assistant could be hired 
and be working when a finance 
director does come on board. 

The mayor Friday was asked to 
comment on the stand taken by 
McAnally and Rush. He declared, 
“They have no idea what’s going 
on.” 

Oakley said he and Sullivan had 
talked to many applicants for the 
finance director’s job Sullivan, 
before he left, had interviewed about 
25 candidates for the position, he 
said 

I want to hire a finance director 
as much as they do.” explained the 
mayor “Some very good prospects 
cither didn’t want to move to 
Romulus or our pay scale was not up 
their requirements.” 

The mayor said that in his search 
for a qualified person for finance 
director he is up against a dilemma.

County officials 
may get raises 


Each of Wayne County’s 36 highest 
elected officials are scheduled for a 
“1.500 pay increase, effective Jan. 1. 
1982. unless the County Board of 
Commissioners before then decides 
against a decision of the County 
Officers Compensation Commission. 

The seven-member Compensation 
Commission voted for the pay 
arrangement 4-3 on Dec. 10, trying 
both to recognize the county's 
current financial problems and also 
reward the officials for “deserving a 
raise.” 

Not a single member of the 
Compensation Commission voted 
against a raise because they thought 
the officials undeserving/ Even 
those who voted in opposition voted 
soonly because. “We simply have no 
money.” 

Chief opponents of the raise were 
Tom Mitchell. international 
representative of UAW Region IE. 
and Turner Ewing, international 
representative of UAW Region 1A. 

If you ain’t got it, you ain’t got it, 
and the County ain’t got it,” said 
Mitchell. Said Turner. “I don’t see 
how we can justify a raise when the 
County is cutting back services and 
laying off people.” 

Another opponent was Susan V. 
Lambrecht. Grosse Pointe 
schoolteacher. “The commissioners 
have salaries that are secure, 
they're comfortable,” she said. 
“With their cost-of-living allowances 
(COLA), they are much better off 
than most others, especially those on 
fixed incomes such as the elderly. In 
the current economy, she said she 
thoughtany increase 
“unreasonable ” 

However, the Chairman of the 
Compensation Committee, Roman 
Ulman, cast the tie-breaking vote 
favoring the raise, Ulman. Deputy 
Director of the City of Detroit Civic 
Center Department said he was not 
convinced that denying the officials 
would help the county, nor that 


granting a raise would add 
significantly to the county financial 
burden. He also pointed out that city 
and state officials have received 
raises “for very good reasons.” 
although both governmental units 
have financial troubles. 

Sharing Ulman’s opinion were 
Frank Angileri. a quality control 
engineer lor Ford Motor Company; 
Patricia Lewis, public practioner, 
and Robert Harper, a management 
consultant 

The raise proposed by the Com- 
pensation Commission, authorized 
by state law\ will automatically take 
effect unless rejected by the County 
Board of Commissioners. Tw'o 
commissioners have already said 
they will try to overturn the 
decision. 

Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 
said he intends to submit a 
resolution to the Board to defeat the 
proposal Under terms of the 
statute, the Board can reject the 
raises by a two-thirds vote, or 18 of 
the 27 commissioners. 

In another possible approach. 
Commissioner George F. Killeen 
said that once the raise is funded in 
next year’s budget, it can be 
stricken w ith only a 14 vote majority 
as with all other budget items. 
Killeen has campaigned against a 
raise since the first meeting of the 
Compensation Commission in Oc- 
tober.

$38,000 a year, how do I reconcile 
(hat action with loyal, dependable 
department heads who are currently 
making about half that much?” he 
asked. 

Oakley stressed that he will not 
recommend the employment of a 
person for finance director at a low 
salary who is not qualified for the 
position 

“If I did that,” the mayor said, 
“the city could be worse off than it is 
now.” 

At last week's council session, a 
motion to okay the warrant was 
made by Councilman Junior Block 
and seconded by Councilman 
Richard Yeramian The measure 
failed when the vote was deadlocked 
at 3-3, Councilman Gerry Canejo 
was absent from the meeting 

Prior to the vote, discussion had 
focused on the hiring of a finance 
director and an assistant, lateness of 
thealready overdue city budget, and 
the lack of a printout by the com 
puter. 


The Burroughs B-80 computer 
purchased last year has given the 
city nothing but trouble and some 
city officials are pondering whether 
to sue the electronics firm 
Without a computer printout to tell 
them the state of city finances, 
council says it cannot adequately 
prepare the city’s budget or know 
whether or not to approve city 
warrants which come due twice a 
month on the average. 

Noting against payment of the 
warrant were council members 
Rush, Jimmie Raspberry and Ray 
C antrell Voting to okay the warrant 
were council members Block, and 
Yeramian and Council Chairman 
Mary Ann Banks. 

Thursday, two days after the 
council meeting. Rush issued a 
statement clarifying his position and 
explaining his vote 
Rush said that he had always 
supported the mayor in the approval 
of city w arrants “despite the lack of 
adequate information and 
documentation about the funds. 


budget balances and other pertinent 
material”. 

“But, now I have a greater 
responsibility to use whatever 
possible effect I have through voting 
against the warrant to motivate the 
mayor to take action to correct a 
deplorable situation in the finance 
department,” Rush stated 

Rash in his statement reiterated 
his offer at last week’s council 
meeting to the mayor to introduce a 
motion that w ould enable Oakley “to 
do whatever was required to make 

the financedepartment 

operational”. 

The councilman said he ap- 
preciated the support given him in 
voting against the payment of the 
warrant by Raspberry and Cantrell 

“Presently, our finance depart- 
ment is unable to provide the 
documentation needed for the 
auditors to complete the city audit.” 
Rush explained “Council needs the 
audit to determine if it must revise 
the budget downard to compensate 


tor any additional deficit that was 
not budgeted ” 

After the motion to approve the 
warrant failed, council agreed to 
consider it again at its meeting on 
Dec 23 

Me Anally was disappointed last 
Tuesday night when council failed to 
utilize information she provided to 
aid them in their financial 
deliberations. 

The treasurer said she presented 
the “cash position” for all city ac- 
counts and funds as of Nov. 30 and as 
of Dec 9 < day of last week’s council 
session > 

“I also gave council a complete 
list of all city investments, showing 
the amounts invested, rate of in- 
terest, and due dates,” said the 
treasurer 

McAnallv said to her know ledge it 
was the first time that “anyone” had 
ever given council that type of in- 
formation 

“By comparing the cash position 
with information on the warrant 
cover, council w ould tell if there was 


enough money to approve ex- 
penditures in the warrant,” she said. 

She said she believed council was 
indicating its displeasure with the 
mayor over the lack of a finance 
director when it disapproved 
payment of the warrant. 

McAnallv said her office would 
continue to provide council with a 
cash position which she said was 
much more realistic and faster than 
given in previous years by the 
finance department or currently by 
the new computer 
Although McAnallv said her office 
compiles this information everyday, 
her staff did extra work to present 
information that reflected a cash 
position for the very day that council 
met last week 

FYevious information provided by 
the city’s finance department to 
council only gave the city's financial 
position as of the last of the previous 
month, she explained 
“That information had nothing to 
do with the current balance of 
funds.” she said. 


only needed for the benefit of the 
citizens of the State of Michigan, it 
can become a definite asset to our 
local community. 

”2. Communities in Michigan who 
have extensive industrial and 
commercial development benefit 
from the tax base these facilities 
bring. They are recognized as 
nuisance, and the added tax base is 
an offset to their proximity to a 
community. In addition, race track 
communities, Pontiac with the 
Silverdome, school districts with 
high city tax rates, and others are 
given aid in addition to the tax base 
because of the ‘nuisance value’ or 
broad area served by a facility. 
Romulus should receive special aid, 
as other communities do, because of 
the unique problems the airport 
brings to us. 

“3. The basic principle of 
providing educational services in 
Michigan is based on local property 
taxes supplemented by the state 
when local communities do not have 
adequate tax base. Despite efforts 
by the state to power equalize 
educational opportunities among 
local districts, it is obvious that the 
richer the tax base, the more fun- 
ding available to deliver educational 
services and-or lower taxes. 
Children who live in ‘out of formula’ 
school districts consistently have 
more funds dedicated to their 
education than others or their 
parents expend less local effort. If 
the Wayne County Metropolitan 
Airport were privately owned and 
fully on the tax rolls, the children of 
Romulus would be receiving a 
higher level of funding for their 
education, because we would 
become ‘‘out of formula” much 
sooner. 

“4. It would be counter-productive 
to enter into complicated lawsuits 
against the Wayne County Road 
Commission or State unless all other 
possible solutions to our problems 
have been examined. Our best 
chance for relief is through 
legislative action in Lansing. 

“Using these four basic principles, 
we hope to build a positive approach 
to having the State of Michigan 
develop a fairness doctrine towards 
airport communities. We would 
develop data to point out the 
following concerning our 
relationship to the airport : 

“1. As do many local communities 
that are highly industrialized, 
Romulus must tolerate noise level, 
odor, traffic, and other problems 
related to having a large com- 
mercial facility in the heart of the 
community. However, while other 
communities that tolerate these 
nuisances at least benefit from the 
full tax yield that thes 2 installations 
bring, Romulus does not. 


Romulus Supt. of Schools William 
Bedell is pushing ahead to obtain 
state funds to compensate Romulus 
for the nuisacne and “unique 
problems” caused by Detroit Metro 
Airport. 

Recently, the Romulus school 
board approved Dr. Bedell’s position 
paper as its officials policy in regard 
to the situation at the giant air 
terminal. 

Shortly after becoming head of the 
school system. Dr. Bedell said he 
recognized the financial injustice 
being perpetrated against the 
community, especially in the area of 


providing quality education to local 
youngsters. 

He said rather than wage costly 
and time-consuming court battles 
with the county Road Commission 
that it would be best to approach the 
state Legislature for assistance. 

To support his views, Dr. Bedell 
prepared a detailed analysis of why 
the city of Romulus and the Romulus 
school district should be receiving 
monetary compensation to ease 
local financial burdens. 

The text of Dr. Bedell’s position 
paper follows: 

“Since our arrival in Romulus, we 


have been reviewing the basic 
fairness of our current financial 
arrangement with the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Airport. The 
Board dneeds to adopt an official 
position concerning this matter so 
that we can approach the state 
legislature and others concerning 
achieving equity in this area. Our 
position should be based on four 
fundementals principles: 

• “1. We need an airport to service 
our metropolitan area and the state. 
It has been established in Romulus 
and it is a part of our lives and will 
continue to be so. The airport is not

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McCartney: WCCC serves individuals regardless of race

behalf of WCCC. 

“Additionally. 1 would like to 
speak to one of the recent allegations 
which have summarily categorized 
WOCC as a black institution. I take 
exception to quantifying the totality 
of this College, its diversified 
regions, its student body and its 
staff, from anything as com- 
prehensive as a racial definition. In 
purpose and philosophy, the doors of 
WCCC are open to all people, 
regardless of color or background 
To say we are a black, white, brown 
or yellow institution is to also infer 
that we perceive a singularity of 
mission, which I believe, comes out 
of the remarks of Mr. Wdliam 
Herbert. Wayne County Com- 
munity College serves individuals 
irrespective of their racial, 
economic or social background.’' 

The special meeting was called for 
the purpose of discussing selection 
of the institution's next president. Dr 
Reginald Wilson, the ex-head of the 
college, was fired by the Board as 
President of the College last May 
and William Herbert is filling the 
position on an interim basis. 

On the heels of McCartney's 
statement, a move to stall selection 
of a new president died thereby 
enforcing that Herbert will not 
continue beyond December 31 
McCartney, one of three ex-officio 
members of the 16 member 
Presidential Search Committee, 
testified to the committee s ability to 
arrive at. through “a fair and 
democratic process” the final 
selection of five finalists. “Upon the 
charge of the Board of Trustees, the 
Search Committee did implement a 
democratic process resulting in a 
secret ballot for arriving at selection 
of five final presidential candidates, 
to its Committee Chairman. Dr. 
Kdward Simpkins.” 

“Since that time,” continued 
McCartney, “Dr Simpkins has 
stated to this Board (December 10) 
that the Selection Committee has not 
managed to come to a satisfactory 
agreement — in direct contradition 
to the sentiments expressed by the 
total committee membership.” 
Simpkins' report states that the 
Search Committee could not meet its 
charge of submitting no more than 
five finalists and. therefore, ten 
finalists names were submitted to be 
held in strictest confidence and are 
locked in a college safe until the 
Board chooses to identify the suc- 
cessful candidates. 

A Detroit daily reported the 
morning of the meeting that the ten 
finalists were two current college 
administrators Dr. Julius Brown 


and Thomas Waters The remaining 
candidates included: Judith Eaton, 
president of Clark County Com- 
munity College in Las Vegas. Nev.; 
John Birkholz. president of Erie 
Community College in Buffalo, N Y . 
Conrad Jeffrcss, vice-president for 
educational services and ad- 
ministration at Allegheny Com 
munity College in Pittsburgh; 


Edward Port, a former Inkster 
Schools superintendent and now 
head of the University of Wiscon- 
sin's 14 two-year colleges, Charles 
Pappas, president of Mott Com- 
munity College in Flint, Conrad 
Mallett. director of the Detroit

Remember- There's a ban on studded tires 


As motorists prepare for winter 
driving, they should be aware that 
regular studded tires are banned in 
Michigan, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. Only tires 
equipped with soft studs — those 
made of a soft metal — are per- 
mitted on Michigan roads during 
certain periods of the year 

Hard studs were banned in 
Michigan in 1975 because highway 
studies showed they cut deep ruts 
into the surface and such grooves 
increase the chance of water 
building up which can lead to 
dangerous hydroplaning of tires. 

The soft-studded radial plv tires 
commercially known as Perma-T- 
Grippers” are the only ones known 


by slate engineers to meet state road 
standards. 

Soft studs may be used on 
Michigan roads north of a line from 
Mason to Arenac counties from Oct 
I to May 1 Below that line, they are 
permitted from Nov 15 to April 1 

Michigan motorists who violate 
the law could face up to a $100 fine 
and-or up to 90 days in jail. State 
Police extend to out-of-state 
motorists traveling Michigan roads 
the same privileges for studded tires 
permitted in their home states 

However. Michigan motorists 
traveling on soft-studded tires in 
states where they are prohibited can 
he ticketed Auto Club advises 
motorists to avoid use of studded

The City of Romulus Ordains: 

Chapter 803 

SECTION 803.101 CROSS CONNECTION ORDINANCE 

Section 803.102 The City of Romulus hereby adopts by reference the Water 
Supply Cross Connection Rules of the Michigan Department of Public Health 
being R 325.431 to R 325.440 of the Michigan Administrative Code, as 
amended. 

Section 803.103 It shall be the duty of the City of Romulus to cause inspections 
lobe made of all properties served by the Public water supply where cross 
connections with the public water supply is deemed possible. The frequency 
of inspections and reinspections based on potential health hazards involved 
shall be as established by the City of Romulus and as approved by the 
Michigan Department of Public Health. 

Section 803 104 An inspector of the City of Romulus shall have the right to 
enter at any reasonable time any property ser ved by a connection to the 
public water supply system of the City of Romulus for the purpose of in- 
specting the piping system or systems of any property so served shall fur- 
nish to the inspection agency any pertinent information regarding the piping 
system or systems on such property. The refusal of such information or 
refusal of access, when requested, shall be deemed evidence of the presence 
of cross connections. 

Section 803.105 The City of Romulus is hereby authorized and directed to 
discontinue water service after reasonable notice to any property wherein 
any connection in violation of this ordinance exists, and to take such other 
precautionary measures deemed necessary to eliminate any danger of 
contamination of the public water supply system. Water service to such 
property shall not be restored until the cross connection! s) has been 
eliminated in compliance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 803.106 That the potable water supply made available on the 
properties served by the public water supply shall be protected from 
possible contamination as specified by this ordinance and by the State and 
City of Romulus plumbing code. Any water outlet which could be used for 
potable or domestic purposes and which is not supplied by the potable 
system must be labeled in a conspicuous manner as : 

WATER UNSAFEFOR DRINKING 

Section 803.107 This ordinance does not supercede the State Plumbing Code 
or the applicable municipal plumbing code. 

Section 803.108 Any person or customer found guilty of violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, or any written order of an authorized 
representative of the City in pursuance thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than Five Hundred < $500.00) Dollars for each violation. Each day upon 
which a violation of the provisions of this act shall occur shall be deemed a 
separate and additional violation for the purpose of this ordinance. 

Section 803 109 CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED: Should any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the court to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid. 

Section 803 110 EFFECTIVE DATE: This ordinance shall take immediate 
effect upon publication in the official newspaper

Sumpter shows 
signs of strength 

There is much in the way of the operations of government in 
Washington, in Lansing, at the county level and the local level 
which leaves the average American cynical and helpless. 

But there are indications that good judgment and common 
sense are still working in the American system, even though it is 
necessary to look a little harder to find them. 

Those who bother to look would find an example of common 
sense and good judgment prevailing last week over in Sumpter 
township, where things have been in an uproar since revelations 
of a $1,000 shortage in one of the township funds administered by 
Township Treasurer Clarence Russell. 

Russell, several weeks ago and before the November election, 
admitted to using the missing funds, made arrangements for 
restitution and vowed that if elected would not accept the office. 
Then he changed his mind and was sworn in for another term. 

Last week the rest of the township board voted to turn the issue 
of Russell's serving as township treasurer over to Governor 
William Milliken, who has the power to remove township officials 
from office. 

Making that request of the governor took courage and 
demonstrated responsibility on the part of the township board. It 
would have been easy to have let the issue of Russell's tran- 
sgressions and his continued service on the board become lost in 
the shuffle and swept under the rug. 

Regardless of the decision of the governor or the outcome of 
possible court action, the move to pursue the matter of Russell's 
continued service was appropriate and responsible action on the 
part of the board. 

They are to be commended for showing that doing the right 
thing is not a lost art. 

Canton trustees 
shot from hip 

Guns are very dangerous weapons. 

And, as such, are an extremely controversial issue. 

Some say guns should be banned in this country. Others counter 
by asking why guns should be taken away from law-abiding 
persons when gangsters and thieves can obtain them to use £t any 
time. 

In Canton, the Township Board recently voted 4-3 to take 
handguns away from the plainclothes Ordinance Enforcement 
Officers. Those voting to strip the enforcement officers of their 
guns say they never should have been allowed to carry them in 
the first place. 

We don't argue with that assumption. Neither do we argue with 
the Township Board’s right to take the guns away if they choose. 

What we do object to is the hasty manner in which the action 
was taken. 

At the first meeting of the newly-sworn board, without even 
giving the Ordinance Department an opportunity to prepare 
written reports explaining their need to carry guns, the trustees 
voted 4-3 to take a wav the weapons. 

Some say Jthe “issue” was discussed the past six or seven 
months during the campaign. We covered every candidates’ 
forum and several other sessions and the issue was never 
discussed, it was never debated. The only question asked was if

About civil rights of 
high school students 


Recently much attention has been focused upon 
the civil rights of students in public schools. Un- 
fortunately only the views of a single teacher, 
Lynn Ehrle, have been publicized to any extent. 
This highly biased reporting is unjust to the many 
teachers who disagree in principle and Mr. 
Ehrle’s approach. 

Public educators are charged with many 
responsibilities. Providing quality education and 
providing for the safety and welfare of individual 
students are just two of many. 

As educators we believe in the individual rights 
of students. We also, however, believe in in- 
dividual responsibilities. For every right a student 
has, he also has a responsibility. It is this facet 
that many students fail to understand. There is 
little concern on their part regarding their 
responsibilities, only. their rights. 

Students do have the right to disagree with any 
policy. They may make decisions and accept full 
responsibility for their actions. They must be 
willing to suffer the consequences, if any, for all 
decisions they make. 

Our schools are charged with providing 
education to students. 

Providing parking spaces for private 
automobiles is not essential to meeting these 
educational requirements. 

It is a service which is rendered. If a student 
wishes to utilize this service, he needs to be aware 
of and abide by those regulations which have been 
created to assist educators in providing for the 
safety and welfare of others. N 

If a student feels he cannot support or abide by 
the regulations, then he is faced with making a 
decision and accepting the consequences of his 
action The student is not denied his right to an 
education. He, at best, is inconvenienced as the 
consequence of his own decision. 

The “closed campus” policy has also become an 
issue. Mr. Ehrle believes students should have the 
right to leave the building at lunchtime. This is 
nice in theory. The time constraint alone, thirty 
minutes, makes it nearly impossible to allow 
students to leave and still live up to their 
responsibilities — responsibilities such as 
returning to class on time, driving safely, and 
protecting public property. 

Mr. Ehrle is asking that we, as educators, ignore 


our responsibility to create regulations which are 
practical and offer some assistance in performing 
our primary task of educating students. He is 
asking educators to go against sound judgment 
and allow students to leave when, realistically, we 
educators know from past experiences that 
students cannot live up to this responsibility based 
upon the time factor alone. 

By establishing an open campus, one creates a 
situation that enhances the absence of respon- 
sibility. This policy, rather than teaching 
responsibility, encourages irresponsibility and 
frequently leads to the abuse of other’s rights. 

A closed campus assists educators in providing 
for the safety and welfare of students. It 
discourages unauthorized and undesirable 
programs from entering the building. A person 
entering is a rarity, not an expectation, and 
strangers can be spotted more readily. The flow of 
traffic is controlled. 

Students do need to be aware of their rights. 
They also need to know the impact of individual 
rights. Unfortunately, when a person exercises 
what he believes is an individual right, it can in- 
fringe upon the rights of the majority. 

We full-heartedly support Mr. Winter and the 
other administrators and teachers who are ac- 
tively working towards helping students become 
educated, responsible adults. Mr. Winter is a man 
who is fair, is compassionte, and has the strongest 
regard for the educational rights and respon- 
sibilities of students. 

Please let it be known that we, too, are con- 
cerned about the rights and responsibilities of 
students.

Is '1984' becoming a reality? 


The Citizens For Responsible Cable Television’s review of 
recent Council-Administrative policies relative to cable 
television and its attendant security system has prompted 
our quoting an article published in the Autumn 1980 issue of 
the “Journal For Constructive Change ”, authored by Tom 
Reardon, as follows: 

•WITH THE BEST OF INTENTIONS’* 

“Government, like most of us, starts out with the best of 
intentions and a desire to make beneficial changes. It at- 
tempts to solve problems, right wrongs, protect us from 
ourselves and from others, provide information someone 
thinks is necessary, and so on To realize its intentions, 
government spends money and creates laws, all of which 
requires people. But behind good intentions, revenue-raising, 
and the passage of laws lies the real significance of present 
day government. 

“About twenty years ago, one out of seven people (or 14 
percent of the population) worked in government Today, 25 
percent of all working people are government employees, 
totalling well over 15 million. Translated this figure means 
that for every three Americans who go to work everyday to 
produce goods and services, there is another American 
employed to regulate, or control, or influence the other 
three.* 

(On top of this, government bureaucracy is growing at 
about six percent a year, regardless of the amount of w ork to 


be done, or whether or not there is any work at all. Cynics call 
this phenomenon the working of the Peter Principle.) 

“What enables these millions of government employees to 
regulate, control, or influence the rest of the nation? Laws. 
Presently, the government creates about 500 new laws each 
day. In other words, if you lived to retirement age, over 10 
million laws will have been passed in your lifetime In ad- 
dition, government regulatory agencies issue another 7,500 
new regulations yearly, many of which increase costs, 
reduce efficiency, and create conflict. Consider the recent 
safety regulations requiring back-up alarms on vehicles at 
construction sites. 

“These are to warn people that a vehicle is moving in 
reverse. However, many construction workers are required 
to wear earplugs (to reduce hearing damage), making it next 
to impossible to hear the alarms 

‘The figures in government spending are equally im- 
pressive Besides raising revenue through taxes, the 
government borrows money to pay its bills — and it borrows 
a staggering 82 percent of the money available, leaving a 
meager 18 percent available to individuals and businesses 
(This takes out some of the mystery as to the origin of our 
present high interest rates and inflation.) And, when 
government spends, it does so on a grand scale Currently, 
spending averages out to about $3,000 a year for every man, 
woman, and child in the country.* 

‘These figures are not presented to either overwhelm or 
frighten, but to provoke sober thought on the consequences of 


our government s grow th and influence. Through its sheer 
size, the passage of laws, and spending, government has been 
able to take over responsibility for more of life’s concerns: 
health, education, social services — all, of course, with the 
best intentions. Consequently, the sphere of possible in- 
dividual commitment and action shrinks. There are just 
fewer and fewer areas w ithin which a person can be effective 
today 

“In addition, there has also been a decrease in a pfl*son s 
ability to directly achieve results. The linkage between ac- 
tion and results is becoming less clear with the increased 
instrusion of governmental bureaucracy. And, there is 
presently no internal regulative mechanism within govern- 
ment to check its growth 

“Hasn’t the time come for government to change its ways 
and possibly its intentions?” 

CRCT asks the citizens of Westland to ponder the question 
above as well as — “Do you want the City of Westland to own 
and-or operate its own cable TV system and attendant 
security system?” Think about it!

people

They are the unwanted people whose 
dissipated lives are tied to the very 
existence of government. Government 
provides for them, they can’t provide for 
themselves 

They are the mentally impaired. 

In the values of “normal” people — 
whatever that means — these unwanted 
people can threaten property values, hurt 
themselves and others, and have no place 
in our society 

Past societies have “shut the door upon 
these people and thrown away the keys.” 

But. if you read the newspapers, you 
kn(Av that some of these unwanted people 
— these mentally retarded — are making 
their way back into the community, thanks 
to "Foster Home Programs.” 

The program is a simple one: get per- 
sons with mental disabilities, out of the 
institutions and place them in a home, or 
as specialists point out. “a family-type 
environment.” 

The problem is that most communities, 
namely, the immediate neighbors of such 
foster homes, don't want these people 
living next door to them, 
i And. in order to keep the retarded out of 
the neighborhoods, there is a wide range of 
acts of hostility, from kids on the block 
terrorizing the residents of the foster home’ 
to downright arson, as in the case of a 
Farmington home. 

The opposition we have received in 
many communities is one that is based on 
misunderstanding,” say's Ronald Maver. 
of the Southgate Regional Center for 
Developmental Disabilities, “and also of a 
fear of the mentally retarded. Un- 
fortunately, many of these feelings are . 
formed without a real knowledge or 
willingness to see these individuals as 
people first.” 

Did the recent TV feature “60 Minutes” 
which interviewed residents of a foster 
home for the mentally retardedd hurt the 
foster home program 0 Meyer feels that 
the feature helped to bring the problem 
into the open, where it belongs. 

"I feel that ‘60 Minutes’ offered us the 
opportunity to let our program receive 
national attention.” Meyer said. “Again, 
unfortunately, awareness doesn’t always 
breed acceptance of someone whom we 
view as different than ourselves.” 

Meyer quickly points out that “the 
concept of allowing a mentally han- 
dicapped person to work outside of the 
institution is not a new idea. 

“For years the institution was the only 
alternative for families seeking assistance 
lor their sons and daughters. This has in 
some cases created what amounts to a life 
commitment to an institution for persons 
having the misfortune to be bom disabled 
in a society where we judge others on 
excellence and achievement. 

“What we are trying to do now is to allow 
a mentally-handicapped person to work 
outside of the institution and become a 
member of a family, to be accepted and 
hopefully, to function without being 
dependent on others. 

“What we are doing with our homes is to 
provide an environment that, we would 
want for any member of our family,” 
Meyer added. 

Meyer said his group recently hosted an 
“Open House” at the Tobine House in 
Romulus. Mayor William Oakley, along 
with Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks, 
Councilmen Edward Rush and Richard 
Yeramian attended 

One of the residents of the home. 20- 
year-old Kenneth Burnside, was the im- 
petus for the invitation to the members of 
the local government, according to Meyer. 
“Ken wanted to find out about the local 
government in the community where he is 
living, so we held the Open House.” 

Meyer also said that the foster home is in 
dost* proximity to the mayor’s dwelling, 
and that the person living next door to the 
foster home, Mrs Mary Gould, “is very 
pleased with her new neighbors, and she 
said I could quote her as saying so.” 

Why all the controversy about these 
foster homes? 

“It boils down to this,” Meyer replied 
“When you don’t understand something or 
someone, you usually come out against it. 
People who have courage often don’t act 
until they’re forced to And then 
sometimes that’s too late.”

You can’t believe all the nursery 
rhymes. Take the old woman who 
lived in a shoe. She had so many 
children that the storybook 
illustration shows them brimming, 
bulging,, climbing, clinging, 
dangling, and falling from that old 
shoe. There were so many children, 
because she didn’t know what to do. 

That might have bordered on the 
truth a little over a generation ago, 
but today most families are quite 
different. Today's woman of child- 
bearing age has few (if any) 
children, because she knows what to 
do. 

Today’s women accepts family 
planning as a fact of life. It enables 
her to have or not to have children; 
and the children she does have are 
wanted, not unwanted, children. 


Family planning allows her to space 
her children and to plan her family 
size. 

Family planning programs across 
the state serve women from all 
walks of life. In the past year about 
50 percent of the clients were 19 
years of age or younger. The other 
women already have children and 
prefer to postpone pregnancy — at 
least for now. 

Most of the family planning clients 
prefer to postpone parenthood. They 
wish to work and earn, to start 
careers, to enjoy freedom from the 
responsbilities of children, to con- 
tinue their educaton. Many women 
of today just don’t want children 
right now. When they do decide to 
have children, they make the 
decision after much consideration 
and planning. They are finally ready 
to have an intended pregnancy 

The family planning programs 


across the state help these young 
men and women pursue their goals 
They provide counseling, education, 
laboratory tests such as pap smear, 
physican examinations and orien- 
tation to various kinds of con- 
traceptive methods. The physician 
and patient determine the best 
method of contraception, and a 
nurse gives further information. The 
program also provides pregnancy 
testing, sickle cell testing when 
indicated, and gives referrals for 
other services, such as infertility 
testing. 

We’ve come a long way from that 
old woman in the shoe. While we still 
enjoy hearing our children laugh at 
the antics of the children who lived 
in the shoe, the present-day mother 
knows best. She plans her life for 
wanted children when she’s ready 
for them. That’s not a nursery 
rhyme: that's the truth

Medicare

The health care protection provided for older persons under the Medicare 
program is helpful — but in many cases it is not enough. 

Because of this, many persons over the age of 65 buy insurance policies — 
sometimes called Medicare supplement policies — to expand their health 
insurance coverage beyond that which is provided under the federal 
Medicare program. 

Medicare does not cover all hospital and medical costs and includes 
deductible and co-pay provisions which require out-of-pocket payments of 
some health care expenses. 

Unfortunately, there have been some complaints that some older persons 
are misinformed or do not fully understand the nature of the supplemental 
policies they have purchased. 

Some are over-insured; that is, they have bought more policies than they 
need and have overlapping coverages. Others do not realize that the benefits 
they are paying for will only be provided in very narrow, specific kinds of 
conditions. 

There are cases in which some older persons have numberous health in- 
surance policies and still do not have the full coverage they seek or the 
coverage they think they have. 

It has been alleged that among the causes of this situation are 
misrepresentation and high pressure sales tactics on the part of some in- 
surance salesmen. Further, some people purchase these policies as a result 
of direct solicitation, through newspaper advertistments for example, and 
do not consult with an agent about the nature of the coverage. 

A bill approved by both the House and Senate would deal with this problem 
by requiring that health care insurers provide to applicants certain essential 
information about the policies they offer for sale. 

It would require companies offering Medicare supplement policies to 
provide to applicants certain essential information about the policies thev 
offer for sale. 

It would require companies offering Medicare supplement policies to 
provide an outline of the coverage at the time of application. The outline 
would have to include brief descriptions of Medicare, parts A and B , the role 
of supplementary policies; and the gaps in Medicare’s coverage along with 
the corresponding benefits found in the supplementary policy. 

The outline would have to say that the policy covered or did not cover 
certain specific benefits, such as various sorts of nursing care, nursing home 
care, and home health care; nursing facility stay ; care received outside the 
United States; and such benefits as dental care, checkups, routine im- 
munizations; cosmetic surgery; routine food care, and examinations for 
glasses or hearing aids. 

The insurer would also have to suply applicants for Medicare supplements 
with a Medicare supplement buyers guide which has been developed by the 
National Association of Insurance Commissioners and the federal Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services. 

The insurer would have to make it clear that disability insurance sold by 
means of direct solicitation to a person eligible for Medicare could be can- 
celled by the policy holder at any time within a 30-day period after the policy 
was issued, with a refund due the policyholder. Each policy would have to 
make this cancellation provision clear by means of a notice printed or 
stamped on its front page. 

( It should be noted that this bill does not apply to Blue Cross-Blue Shield of 
Michigan, which is regulated under separate law. ) 

Requiring the basic standardized pre-purchase information be made 
available to the elderly who are seeking additional health insurance 
protectipn wil] include the likelihood that they will obtain only the coverages 
they want and need. 

The required policy outline will explain how a given policy fills the gaps 
left by Medicare and what services are and are not covered. Its standardized 
form will make it easier to compare policies.

By 50 she is an international corporate power but her ill-fated 
romances and a daughter who hates her and plots with her other 
children to destroy her leave Emma devoid of personal happiness.

Although we've never been involved in any major disaster which calls 
for people being evacuated, BG and I ARE getting to know what it might 
be all about since we recently had our third experience at being 
evacuees. 

A half hour into the University of Michigan Marching Band’s Concert 
on Dec. 6 the audience was briskly and in no uncertain terms told, 
“Ladies and Gentlemen, it is necessary to evacuate the theater AT 
ONCE. Please proceed in a quiet and orderly manner to your nearest 
exit” I can’t help- but wonder how this human mind computes because 
MY first reaction was to wonder if that were “part of the show ... a 
pulling the leg” bit. And yet, because of the tragic MGM fire and others 
ately that no one would joke about such a situation. 

The thing that really impressed us was that the audience DID 
proceed in a quiet and orderly manner to the nearest exits - not a 
single shove, push, jostle or bit of panic. We felt tremendously proud 
of our fellow ticket holders. Was it because there was no smoke or 
flames or ARE we becoming more civilized? 

The problem? Something electrical we were told. 

The last time such an action took us from our seats was as we at- 
tended the Henry Ford Museum dinner-theater. Mid-way into the first 
act of “Three Men on a Horse”, an alien figure appeared on stage with 
the pronouncement it would be hecessary to leave the theater im- 
mediately and proceed to the museum basement since a tornado had 
been spotted over Dearborn. 

Thankfully, there were no injuries nor was there any destruction since 
the tornado did not touch down. The interruption, though, DID allow us 
to see parts of the museum which the average patron never encounters. 
(How many times have YOU been in the cellar?) Plus we met lots of 
new and interesting people during our confinement, most of which was 
later spent in the enclosed corridors of the museum’s main floor. 

The very first incidence (many years back) came about as we were 
dining out with another couple at a favorite Detroit spot. Being part of 
an overflow crowd that particular evening, we were seated in the 
banquet room rather than the central dining room. 

As we cut into our prime ribs, we became aware of fire sirens and lots 
of activity outdoors, the yellow bottle-glass windows clouding our view 
of the actual proceedings. And I recall BG saying, “Must be a fire 
nearby.” Shortly after, the main room clientele began pouring through 
our doors, past our table and through the exit. As we sat there with 
bewildered looks on our faces, forks mid-way to our mouths, we were 
finally told to please leave, that the air conditioner in the other room 
was afire. THAT was the ‘first’ in our triad of finding ourselves out on 
the street and part of an evacuation unit.

Protect gift plants from cold, drafts 


A flowering plant may 
be just the thing for 
those hard-to-buy-for 
folks on your Christmas 
gift list. 

Whether it’s a 
traditional Christmas 
plant — like the poin- 
settia, cyclamen or 
Jerusalem cherry — or 
a relative newcomer — 
like the kalanchoe or 
Rieger begonia — take 
time to wrap it well 
before your transport it. 
Michigan State 
University Extension 
horticulturists point out 
that holiday plants are 
greenhousegrown, so 
they won’t last long if 
they’re exposed to cold 
temperatures. 

If you're taking a 
plant directly from the 
florist’s shop to the 
recipient, ask the seller 
to bundle it thoroughly 
against the cold. 

If you take the plant 
home for a few days 
before delivering it, 
protecting it is your job. 
Wrap several layers of 
newspapers around the 
pot and several more 
around the whole plant. 
Then place the plant in a 
heavy paper bag or box. 
This will keep the roots 
from being chilled and 
hold warm air around 
the top. 

When moving plants 
to or from your heated 
car, move quickly. Plan 
your itinerary so you 
drop off plants before 
you make other stops. 
Leaving plants in an

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' The dream is over' 

John Lennon: revolutionary force of the Beatles

I'm sure that the death of John 
Lennon has affected most of you in 
one way or another, be it in grief or 
just having to wait an extra half- 
hour to watch Johnny Carson. 

I can still see the bulletin as it 
flashed across the television screen: 
"Ex-Beatle John Lennon has been 
shot and wounded in New' York. He 
has been taken to a hospital.” My 
worst fears w ere soon realized as the 
message ran again a few minutes 
later in an altered state: “Ex-Beatle 
John Lennon has been shot and 
killed ...” 

I swear I can’t even recall what 
show I was watching at the time. 
Minutes later the phone rang as 
friends called to share the tragic 
new-s, each perhaps hoping that 
somewhere, somehow', someone had 
made a mistake. There was no 
mistake. 

TTie next day I overheard an older 
lady says, “It’s too bad and 
everything, but it certainly doesn’t 
deserve to make the headlines.” I 
hope she reads this. 

John Lennon was more than one of 
the Beatles, even more than one of 
the group’s leaders. John Lennon 
was the revolutionary force in the 


Beatles. So what? What’s so great 
about the Beatles? Well, before the 
Beatles came along, the idea of a 
pop group making it big was 
unheard of. The musical idiom was 
full of backing bands, which fronted 
a lead singer. 

Even Chuck Berry traveled alone 
on tours, picking up a band in each 
city he played in. People didn’t buy 
albums, especially kids. Singles 
were the measurement of success in 
the business, but the Fab Four 
quickly turned that around as 
millions of teenagers bought “Meet 
The Beatles.” 

Albums became the new medium 
of the genre, and FM radio was 
quick to pick up on it, with stations 
like WABX opening up their formats 
in the late 60’s. Nowadays, both the 
record industry and FM radio are 
multi-million dollar operations. 

It was the Beatles who popularized 
long hair, although a look at their 
debut album cover will show that 
what seemed so outrageous then is 
very conservative by today’s 
standards. The Beatles changed the 
way we wore our hair, the way we 
dressed, and with the release of 
“Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club 
Band.” the way we listened to 
music. 


Perhaps the best album ever 
released, “Sgt. Pepper’s” is as awe- 
inspiring today as it was in 1967. 
Music, as an art, came of age with 
that record, and rock and roll 
became an integral part of 
American culture then. No one 
thought it was a “fad” anymore. 
Roll over Beethoven and tell Chuck 
Berry the news. 

John, as a solo artist, at first went 
to avant-garde extremes, but soon 
settled down and recorded “Plastic 
Ono Band,” his first “commercial” 
solo LP. Recorded after undergoing 
primal therapy, the raw emotion 
uncovered through that experience 
finds its way out on the songs, 
making it a unbelievably powerful 
record “Imagine” followed, and 
due to it’s popularity it needs no 
introduction here. 

One hears the music of the Beatles 
everywhere; on the radio and on 
television, in elevators and in dentist 
chairs (where “muzak” re-workings 
of their songs is most common). 
Everywhere. The music of John 
Lennon has reached more people 
throughout the world than that of 
any other He’s reached more people 
than anyone in any medium has in 
years. More than Kennedy and more 
than Presley. Maybe even more 
than the Pope. 


And so the life of John Lennon 
came to an end the other night. 
Ironic, isn’t it, that a man who 
fought (sometimes to embarrassing 
ends) most of his adult life for world 
peace should end in this violent 
manner? All we are saying, is give 
peace a chance. A noble, albeit 
naive, cause. 

Having spent the last five years of 
his life in relative seclusion, the rock 
world was elated when Lennon 
returned to the recording studio a 
few months ago The resulting 
album. “Double Fantasy,” was a 
love dialogue between himself and 
his w'ife, Yoko Ono, and also his 
young son, Shawn. I’d like to talk 
about this fine record, but as it 
would be impossible to do it ob- 
jectively now', I feel it would only 
cheapen it. So I’ll let it pass. 

When this lunatic Mark David 
Chapman pulled the trigger 
repeatedly, murdering in cold blood 
the man who had autographed an 
album for him only hours earlier, a 
serious crime was committed. Not 
only against John Lennon, but 
against each and every one of us, 
and it is felt very deeply. 

John Lennon stated in 1970 (on the 
“Plastic Ono Band” album) that 
“The Dream Is Over.” Now, ten 
years later, it truly is. 


A sad social comment? 


Rea i appreciation comes only after death for this fan

John Lennon is dead of an 
assassin’s bullet at the age of 40. 
Suspect Michael Chapman of Hawaii 
seemed to senselessly take it upon 
himself to rob millions of a loved 
one. 

It was embarrassing to me and 
eventually I felt hypocritical 
because it took death of a man 
before I really appreciated how 


much I loved and respected him. 

The initial shock of the news was 
intense. Many questions rushed into 
my head. Who would want to shoot 
John Lennon? Why must a man who 
seemed so harmless die in this way? 
When will these senseless acts of 
violence ever stop? 

The gory descriptions of the actual 
shooting and aftermath put a knot in 
my stomach. John Lennon — THE 
John Lennon — being shot and 
staggering to collapse on the ground 


and eventually pass away. 

It was too much to accept. The 
news provoked me into exploring my 
feeling and trying to explain them. 

Granted, we hadn’t heard 
anything from Lennon in five years. 
He was content to remain a family 
man and “house husband.” We were 
content to respect his privacy. 

Ironically, December 8 was the 
date I chose to read John Lennon’s 
interview in Playboy Magazine. This 
was the first time I’d thought about 


him in years. 

After reading his explanations to 
questions that have plagued many 
for years, I came away with respect 
for his motivation concerning Yoko 
Ono, the reunion and his comeback 
attempt. As far as I’m concerned, 
his poignant description of his 
relationship with Yoko Ono, saying 
that their mutual love was worth 
more than his brilliant career with 
the Beatles, should be a lesson to 
many on what priorities are needed 


in a relationship. 

He explained that a Beatles 
reunion was impossible because he 
felt he shouldn't have to go back 10 
years to provide an illusion that 
doesn’t exist. He disliked the love- 
hate fan that said, “Thank you for 
everything you did for us in the 60’s, 
would you give me another shot? 
Just one more miracle?” 

Lennon appeared at peace with 
himself when he explained that 
being 40 years old did not mean he 


could no longer make good music. 
He talked of having 40 more good 
years in him. 

Now, all we have is a collection of 
his recordings, John Lennon’s gift to 
the world. I never realized how 
much he really meant to me until 
now. I took him for granted. 

It is a shame and probably a sad 
social comment that I, along with 
many others, have to experience the 
deprivation of something to feel its 
worth.

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Swedish auger best for breaking 
thick ice, veteran fishermen say 


(SECOND IN A SERIES) 

Naturally, before you can test any of 
the things I’ve written about, there is 
the small matter of making a hole in the 
ice. Many veteran icefishermen say the 
Swedish type auger can’t be beaten for 
this, especially when 1 the ice is a foot 
thick or more. There are gasoline- 
powered augers on the market, too. 
Other anglers swear by their trusty 
spuds and some favor axes. It’s a 
matter of choice. 

Of course, the auger isn’t designed for 
the type of hole needed by spear 
fishermen. 

Whatever tool you pick, keep it sharp' 
or by the time the hole is made, you 
may be too tuckered out to enjoy the 
fishing. With a spud, attach a rope to its 
handle and wrap the loose end around 
your arm or waist so the spud won’t be 
lost when you make the first jab through 
the ice. 

Wheh chopping or spudding a hole, 
taper it like an inverted funnel so the 
bottom is larger than the top. 

Many a big fish has been lost because! 
the hole was too small on the bottom. 
Remember, too, that a hole with sharp 
or jagged edges may cut your line. Too 
large a hole may later endanger a life. 
Eight to ten inches is ample. 

DE-ICING — It’s a real nuisance and 
kill-joy to have ice keep forming in your 
fishing hole. To avoid this, add a small 
amount of table salt or vegetable oil to 
the water. You can build a small mound 
of snow around the windward side of the 
hole and use a skimmer to scoop away 
slush from time to time. 

To prevent snow from filling the hole, 
take a small cardboard box and tear off 
the top and one side. Then place it over 
the hole bottom up so your line is 
protected from the three worst sides 
and from above. The one open side will 


let you watch the bobber for action. 

Some icefishermen, as a smart bit of 
strategy when angling for perch and 
walleyes in shallow water, will place 
snow in the hole to shield off light which 
often spooks fish. 

SAVING BAIT— There are several 
ways to lick the problem of having 
minnows freeze. One is to place them in 
a styrofoam bucket; and as an added 
measure, the bucket can be painted 
black to absorb the sun’s rays. Another 
suggestion is to keep minnows under the 
ice in a perforated can. You can also pack 
pack snow around the minnow bucket to 
help insulate it. 

SAFETY— Safe icefishing begins by 
sizing up conditions on your lake before 
carting shanties and other parapher- 
nalia onto the ice. A good place to start 
checking lakes is right around the 
shore. If shoreline ice is squashy or 
broken up, it’s a good bet that the lake 
is still not safe. It pays to know your 
lake— its springs and other features 
which may pose dangers. 

Spring-fed lakes generally have some 
thin patches of ice throughout the 
winter, especially around their inlets 
and outlets. Stay clear of dark spots in 
the ice or places where the snow looks 
discolored. You can’t always tell the 
strength of ice simply by its looks, its 
thickness, the temperature, or whether 
or not it is covered with snow. New ice 
is usually stronger than old ice — a 
couple inches of new, clear ice may be 
strong enough to support you while a 
foot of old, air-bubbled ice will not. 

Driving cars on ice can be downright 
dangerous at any time. But if you insist, 
leave your safety belts unbuckled, keep 
the car windows open, be sure your car 
insurance is paid up, and be ready to 
bail out. Don’t park your car in one spot 
lod of time because 


for a long period 
tends to weaken 


the ice. Also, 


this 

cars 


should not be parked close together. 

When fishing from a shanty, be sure 
of proper venting, whether it is a simple 
hole in the roof or a regular stovepipe. 
A real danger exists for icefishermen 
who use small burners designed 
primarily for cooking which lack some 
type of venting for escaping fumes. 

KEEP WARM — All other plans and 
preparations— no matter how well laid 
out— can go for naught unless the 
fisherman dresses for the weather. The 
important thing is not the amount, but 
rather the choice of clothing you wear. 
Instead of wearing heavy, bulky gar- 
ments, slip into several thin layers of 
loose clothing which will let you adjust 
to the weather. On sunny days, you may 
actually get too warm and need to peel 
off a few of those cold-weather duds. 

Your feet are the two most important 
things to keep warm. A large number of 
icefishermen rate insulated, waterproof 
boots, preferably with felt liners, as 
tops. 

With them, wear one pair of light 
socks and a pair of medium-heavy wool 
socks. Some type of windbreaker is a 
must as an outer garment, with the 
parka being a strong favorite because of 
the hood. One-piece snowmobile suits 
are also excellent. What goes underneath 
can vary. 

A good combination includes thermal 
underwear, a chamois or wool shirt and 
heavy denim pants. On the hands, wear 
plastic gloves to keep dry. Be sure to 
carry a spare pair of gloves or mittens. 
For some reason, the first pair always 
seem to get wet. 

Handwarmers are high on the 
icefisherman's list, as are gas lanterns 
and small oil or charcoal burners. And 
most icefishermen wouldn’t dream of 
heading onto the ice without their 
Thermos of hot coffee or tea.

country ski trails at 14 others are 
being counted on to help get business 
back to normal after last winter. 

Last winter’s lightest snowfall in 
more than a decade across Lower 
Michigan sent statewide profits 
tumbling $48 million, 35 percent 
below the 1978-79 season, the Auto 
Club stated. 

Dow nhillers will find no new areas 
open and five fewer lodges than last 
season. Mt. Maria near Spruce in 
East Michigan closed after last 
winter's season and Vulcan. U S A., 
near Vulcan, in the Upper Penin- 
sula, closed late last year. The lodge 
at Missaukee Mt., near Lake City in 
West Michigan, burned, and Lost 
Pines, near Harrietta, will open for 
snowmobilers and cross-country 
skiers only. Middleville, near 
Middleville. could re-open sometime 
this season 

Moonshine Mt., formerly Ward 
Hills, near Branch and Crystella, 
near Crystal Falls are not listed on 
Auto Club s guide but plan to operate 
this winter. 

Skiers heading for the lodges 
listed by Auto Club will find lift 
tickets averaging $1.70 more than 
last winter. Higher operating costs 
plus last year’s losses are the 
reasons most operators give for 
raising lift prices this year to an 
average $9.55, the Auto Club 
reported 

In Southeast Michigan, lift tickets 
will range from $4 to $11.50 on 
weekends. The area’s nine lodges 
generally open first because of their 
extensive snowmaking systems, 
billed as the state’s best. All except 


one feature night skiing and 
equipment rental 

Skiers heading for East 
Michigan’s 10 areas will pay $7 to $10 
on weekends for lift tickets. Lodges 
here have skiing on natural hills 
without the extra-cost features of- 
fered by some resorts. Five teature 
skiing on all natural snow, three 
have at-slope lodging and all have 
equipment rental and ski schools. 

Lift tickets at West Michigan’s 20 
ski resorts will range from $4 to $15 
on weekends Skiing at the city of 
Petoskey’s Winter Sports Park is 
free The region’s destination 
resorts offer some of the state's 
most luxurious accommodations. 
Sixteen have snowmaking, mine 
list lodging in condominiums or 
chalets and 12 list weekend en- 
tertainment and dining rooms. 

The most costly expansion at any 
lodge in Low-er Michigan is at West 
Michigan's Hilton Shanty Creek 
near Bellaire. A $5 million project 
will include 40 condominiums, with 
20 for this season 

A two-place chairlift for advanced 
runs has been added and five runs 
have been w-idened by 50 to 100 feet. 
Snowmaking capacity is doubled 
and two more runs have been lighted 
for night skiing. Also new is an in- 
door pool with a whirlpool and 
fireplace. 

With such drawing cards as the 
state’s highest vertical drops and 
thegreatest natural snowfalls, the 12 
Upper Peninsula ski areas are the 
Midwest’s most popular alternative 
to western “powder snow’’ skiing.

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Plenty of trails await state's snowmobilers 


While Michigan's trail 
system remains 
basically unchanged for 
the third straight 
season, it already is so 
vast that owners of the 
state's nearly 260,000 
registered snowmobiles 
need not worry about 
running out of new trails 
to explore. 

“Michigan’s state 
forests are criss-crossed 
by nearly 2,300 miles of 
marked trails, an0 its 
four national forest 
systems add another 
1,300 miles of trails and 
routes,” stated 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan Touring 
Manager Joseph Ratke. 


“In all, it’s enough to 
almost stretch from 
Detroit to Alaska." 

With such a mam- 
moth trail system 
already in place, this 
year’s state budget cuts 
and other economic 
factors may force the 
end of major new trail 
construction, Ratke 
said. 

The three-year 
snowmobile registration 
fee will rise from $9 tb 
$15 in 1981, and all of 
that $6 increase is 
earmarked for new trail 
construction. 

“However, because of 
Michigan’s present 
economic situation, the 


added money will 
replace funds for new 
trails already cut from 
the budget, meaning no 
new money actually will 
be available for major 
construction,’’ he ad- 
ded 

In addition, some 
State Department of 
Natural Resources 
officials feel that if 
trends toward rising 
gasoline costs and more 
close-to-home travel 
continue, trails will 
need only minor 
changes ttf meet future 
demand. 

“There already are 
paths to match every 
driver’s ability, ranging 


from the two-mile-long 
Camp Nine Trail near 
Connorville in the 
western Upper 
Peninsula, to the 100- 
mile Huron Trail 
through the pines of 
northeast Lower 
Michigan between 
Oscoda, Hale and East 
Tawas,’’ Ratke added 

Snowmobilers also 
can ride over 2.7 million 
acres of state forest 


land, on more tnan 
95,000 acres in 76 state 
parks and recreation 
areas, and along rights- 
of-way on thousands of 
miles of roads in 37 
counties. 

Riders are reminded 
that off-trail travel in 
the state’s four national 
forests is prohibited or 
restricted. Check with 
ranger offices for rules 
in each. 


All state la ml is closed 
to snowmobiling when 
snow depth is under four 
inches. Southern state 
game areas listed on 
Auto Club s 1980-81 trail 
guide will be open Jan. 1 
through March 31. 

All snowmobiles in 
Michigan must be 
registered to travel on 
public land Children 
under 12 must be 
supervised by an adult 
to ride on public 


property. Youths aged 
12 to 16 must pass an 
eight-hour, state ap- 
proved snowmobile 
safety course to drive 
unsupervised across 
public land. 

Snowmobilers are 
urged to follow seven 
safety rules to help 
ensure a trouble-free 

season: 

— Dress properly. 
Avoid loose-fitting 


clothing which may 
tangle in moving parts. 

— Carry tools, spare 
parts and extra fuel. 

— Always carry a 
survival and first aid kit 
containing at least a 
compass, maps, 
waterproof matches, 
food and extra clothing. 

— Never travel alone, 
even near home. 

— Stay on marked 
trails. Watch for fence 


lines and wires con- 
cealed by snow. 

— Never litter and 
always respect others’ 
property. 

— Make sure ice is at 
least six inches thick 
before attempting to 
cross lakes or rivers. 
Avoid ice at river 
mouths and old fishing 
holes and stay alert for 
stumps or pilings hidden 
by snow.

Here's how to shop for skis 



Shopping for a ski shop is every 
bit as important as shopping for 
skis, boots, bindings or clothing. In 
fact, it’s more important because 
what you buy is largely determined 
by the shop itself— -what brands it 
carries, the prices of its mer- 
chandise and the influence of the 
shop’s personnel. 

A. Type of shop. A shop’s 
reputation is one of the major fac- 
tors in judging honesty and 
knowledge, so ask your friends 
about their experience with in- 
dividual ski shops. Be aware, 
however, that a new shop on the 
block can have some very well in- 
formed personnel. 

B. To gauge a Sales Person’s 
knowledge. Ask the sales person 
about his skiing background, how he 
skis, where he skis, and his equip- 
ment preferences. This can give you 
some measure of his knowledge. 

More important, however, are the 
questions sales personnel ask you: 


How much do you weigh? How tall 
are you? How long have you skied? 
What ability level do you consider 
yourself? What equipment have you 
been using? Where do you ski and 
what kind of terrain and snow 
conditions do you prefer? Do you 
carve or skid your turns? Are you 
aggressive or easy-going? 

What do you consider most im- 
portant in a ski boot or binding? This 
demonstrates his concern for you 
to get the right equipment for your 
needs 

In shopping for ski wear, you 
should expect the sales person to 
point out specific features in a 
garment, such as snow cuffs, inside 
pockets, lift-ticket loops and high 
collars. They should also be able to 
explain the warmth versus style 
advantages as well as provide in- 
formation about caring for the 
garment. 

Expect service. Any ski shop 
worth your business should give 


good service and make good on 
defective merchandise, honor 
guarantees, repair faulty products 
and accept returned items that have 
not been used or worn. Policies 
governing business practices such 
as returns, particularly on “sales 
merchandise," should be clearly 
posted. 

If you are combining old equip- 
ment with new — old boots with new 
bindings or old bindings with new 
boots — be sure the shop mechanic 
knows how to judge their com- 
patibility. 

A professional attitude shows up 
most in the salesperson’s approach 
toward beginners. A condescending 
manner of impatience with a new 
skier might mean that you’re just a 
turkey, too, when your back is 
turned. 

The kind of comments you 


shouldn’t hear: “I can’t help you, 
that’s not my department" . . . “If 
you don’t see it, we don’t have it in 
stock" . . . “Everything in that size 
is on the rack." A salesperson can 
always find a person who can help 
you, he can check on future ship- 
ments and he can show you 
something else that is similar to the 
item you want. 

Fortunately, most ski shop per- 
sonnel are polite, conscientious and 
honest, but during the rush period 
around Christmas even the best ones 
make mistakes. 

How to avoid this? Shop early. 
Skiers are wise to find a good shop 
where they trust the personnel, then 
stick with it. They can then expect 
employees to chat with them about 
what’s new, What’s best and to oc- 
casionally offer special service or 
advice.

Cherry Hill Farmers Market isn't very typical

Cherry Hill Farmers Market is not 
your typical market Not unless one 
considers more than 500 varieties of 
fresh produce displayed over 22,000 
square feet as typical 

Apples, oranges, tomatoes, 
tangerines . .aisle upon aisle of 
unpackaged fruits and vegetables. 
Shoppers who prefer an opportunity 
to examine their produce will be 
delighted. No packaged surprises 
here. 

However, freshness and variety 
are only part of the reason for the 
market’s ever increasing sales 
volurqe during its one year in the 
Cherry Hill Plaza, 27155 Cherry Hill 
in Inkster. As co-owner Joe Shaya is 
quick to point out, price tells the 
story. 

“Most every thing here is 10 to 30 
percent lower in price than at the 
chain supermarkets,” he declared 
“Our expenses are less, that’s why. 
They have warehouses, managers, 
lots of employees, big budgets. We 
do everything ourselves with 27 
employees at this market— it’s just 
not the same kind of overhead.” 

Sure, but everybody claims their 
prices are lower. Shoppers have 
learned to be skeptical when costs 
are mentioned. 

“We encourage comparison 
shopping.” said Shaya, smiling as he 
gave a tour of what rates as one of 
the states largest fresh produce 
markets. “Go ahead and compare 
our prices with the big chains 


because we'll beat them 99 percent 
of the time. That’s why we have a 
good return business here.” 

A random check of the Inkster 


market’s prices bore out Shaya ’s 
boasts. Ten items, ranging from 
apples, lettuce and tangerines to 
ham. cheese, beer and pop, all 


proved more expensive when 
compared at a large, area com- 
petitor 

In addition to the fresh produce,

The selection of fresh produce at Cherry Hill 
Farmers Market includes one of the biggest 
assortments in the state. More than 500 
varieties of fruits, vegetables, nuts, cheeses 


and other produce can be found at the 
market displayed over 22,000 square feet in 
the Cherry Hill Plaza. 


Cherry Hill Farmers Market 
features a delicatessen stocked with 
a variety of meats, cheeses and 
homemade bread. Such items as 
imported nuts, cakes, pop and beer 
have also become popular with 
many customers, according to 
Shaya. 

Shaya, who has been involved with 
the produce business for some 22 
years, handles much of the market’s 
buying while co-owner Karl Meister, 
another veteran in market 
management, oversees day-to-day 
operations along with store manager 
Steve Hohner Cherry Hill Farmers 
Market, located in a former chain 
supermarket building, is open from 
9 a m. to 9 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday and 9 a m. to 8 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Finding quality produce has 


become increasingly difficult, Shaya 
explained 

“Fifteen years ago there were 
about twice as many farmers as 
today,” he said. “That has helped 
drive up the prices but we’re very 
happy with our volume— our total 
sales are comparable with some of 
the smaller chain supermarkets.” 

Translated into bushels and 
weight, the Cherry Hill store handles 
approximately 400 bushels of apples, 
250 cases of oranges and 10,000 
pounds of potatoes every week, 
Shaya reported, as a sampling of the 
market’s popularity. 

To celebrate their first year of 
operation in Inkster, the owners are 
conducting an anniversary sale, 
Shaya added. Meister and Shaya 
also operate the Farmers Pride 
Market in Detroit.

Johnny Thunders rates as one 
of few surviving guitar heroes 


Johnny Thunders & The Heartbreakers

Johnny Thunders is one of the few 
surviving guitar heroes of the 70’s. And 
in this case, the accent is on surviving 
because that’s exactly what Thunders 
is: a survivor. 

Perhaps best known for his stint in the 
ill-fated New York Dolls (one of the best 
roups of the last decade), Thunders is 
ack fronting the Heartbreakers, an on- 
again, off-again group he formed with 
former Doll drummer Jerry Nolan a 
few years ago. 

Even though the group seemingly 
breaks up more often than “I Love 
Lucy” reruns are on TV, there is a 
magic inherent in the group that brings 
its members back together time after 
time. It may be the magic, or it may be 
the fact that the rent is due, but 
whichever, I’m just glad it happened 
again. 


The two Heartbreakers’ shows at 
Bookies in the summer of '79 still rank 
among the best I’ve ever seen, far more

energetic than his later group, “Gang 
War” (formed with ex-MC-5 guitarist 
Wayne Kramer) ever was, even though 
they too were good in their own right. 

The Heartbreakers’ debut album, 
“L.A.M.F.,” is available on import only, 
but a “Live At Max’s Kansas City” LP 
was released in America last year. It 
simply cooks, with Johnny’s riffs and 
vocals ripping out of your speakers. It 
sounds best played loud. 

But excluding the Dolls, Thunders’ 
best recorded work is on “So Alone,” an 
import-only album available at most 
large record stores. Consisting of a few 
ballads as well as the hard rockers, the 
album is the best of both worlds, with 
the touchingly poignant “You Can’t Put 
Your Arms Around A Memory” on one 
hand, the fierce “London Boys” on the 
other. “London Boys,” by the way, is 
Thunders’ retaliation to the Sex Pistols 
tune “New York,” on which Johnny 
Rotten spat on the tarnished image of 
the New York Dolls. This more than 
makes up for it. 


My favorite cut on the album is a re- 
working of “Great Big Kiss,” an old 
Shangri-las number that is impossible 
not to dance to. Even though Sire 
Records (a division of Warner Bros.) 
own the rights to “So Alone” in the U.S., 
they refuse to release it, which means 
you’ll have to pay more for it. Believe 
me though, it’s worth it. 

Johnny Thunders & The Heart- 
breakers in concert are sometimes 
utterly great, sometimes utterly 
average, but always utterly interesting. 
Can Johnny go the whole show without 
falling down? Can Jerry? 

I suggest you see the band for 
ourself in the intimacy of the Silver- 
ird Saloon, located on Six Mile just 
west of Telegraph, on Sunday 
(December 21). An evening with 
thunders et al. is more of an event than 
a concert, but I’d bring my dancing 
shoes just the same if I were you. Call 
542-3630 for more information. 

On Monday (Dec. 22) the band will be 
at the Second Chance in Ann Arbor.

Chuck E. Cheese, affectionately known as the "Big C," heads a 
colorful cast of three-dimensional, computer-operated characters 
in daily performances at the unique family theatre, located at 208 S. 
Wayne Road in Westland. A piano-playing hippopotamus and an 
operatic pizza chef will help provide the entertainment in 2 Vi 
minute skits performed every eight minutes, beginning Thursday 
(Dec. 18). 

In addition to the computer characters, Pizza Time Theatre will 
feature a menu of pizza, salad bar and make-yo ur-own ice cream 
sundae bar. Token-operated games, group tours and birthday party 
packages are also part of the entertainment. 

Chuck E. Cheese, Mr. Much, Pasqually, Jasper T. Jowls and the 
rest of the cast perform on stage in the central dining area. They 
are operated by a trademarked computer system (Cyberamics) 
invented by Nolan Bushneil, a California resident who also created 
the electronic video game of Pong. 

‘The Big Cheese" (Chuck E. Cheese) is the touch rat who “owns" 
Pizza Time Theatre and insults other characters whenever they 
fall asleep or sing off-key. 

In reality Westland’s Pizza Time Theatre is operated by Michael 
Hitch, best known in the Detroit area as owner of the 200-unit Little 
Caesars pizza chain. Ilitch is the sole franchisee for Michigan — 
there are 20 similar theatres in six states with 10 additional units 
under construction. 

Dolli Dimples is featured nightly in the Caberet Lounge. A curly- 
haired hippopotamus with a Della-Reese-like voice she sings old 
standards and show tunes at a piano bar. 

While parents enjoy Dolli’s show, youngsters can play any of the 
50 arcade and video games in the game room, operated by quarters 
or special tokens received with pizza purchases. 

Other features of this new concept in marketing pizza are a large 
"cheese" maze for children to crawl through and Jasper Jowls’ 
General Store, which carries a variety of Chuck E. Cheese mer- 
chandise.
